might be asked to join Ihe representatives on 
such a Synagogue Council should consult togethe: 
periodically on the religious issues and the syna- 
gogue problems which were their common concern. 
[here should be no attempt to dominate the 
Synagogue Council trom London nor should there 
be any over-centralisation of power 

Such a Synagogue Council would have a vers 
important bearing on the Chief Rabbinate.. If, and 
only if, the Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue 
were adamant in their determination to dominate 
the Electoral College. if, and only if, they refused 
(oO give representation on a democratic basis to the 
Orthodox Synagogue bodies concerned, then it 
would be the duty of such a Synagogue Council of 
Great Britain to take steps to elect a Chief Rabbi 
on the basis of fair representation to the Orthodox 
Synagogue bodies concerned. 


A Solemn Warning 


We shall take such steps only if we are com- 
pelled to,” he declared. ** With a full sense of 
responsibility and conscious of the gravity of the 
issues involved, I address this solemn and public 
warning to the Hon. Officers of the United Syna- 
gogue that they must respect the wishes of the 
community as a whole, and that they are gravely 
mistaken if they imagine that lethargy will enable 
them to impose their will on the community. 

“It is not too late to prevent a split in the 
community. I have proposed to Sir Robert Wale) 
Cohen that no further steps should be taken in 
regard to the Preliminary Conference until a 
further meeting takes place of the London and 
Provincial representatives who were called together 
in February, 1946. At such a meeting the fair 
basis of representation at the Preliminary Con- 
ference should be considered and agreed; the 
invitations already sent out for the Preliminary 
Conference should be cancelled and new invitations 
should be issued.” 

In the discussion, Mr. Wright, replying to Mi 
Harry Gaventa, said that his statement was in no way 
based on names of candidates. So far as the Federa- 
tion was concerned, it was committed to nothing 
with regard to candidatures; because the Federa- 
tion had not been asked for its views. 

In reply to a further question, he said he had 
told Sir Robert Waley Cohen that the disparity 
between 92 representatives and three was so fan- 
tastic that he did not expect for a single moment 
that the Federation would accept the’ invitation 
on that basis. |

Two Jewish refugees were killed through the 
Roval Navy's action after the rciugee vessel 
Iheodor Herz! (1,768 tons) former the Guardian, 


built in Newcastle in 1907——was intercepted eight 
miles off the shore of Tel-Aviv late on Sunday 
Aryeh Bayerman (24), of Czechoslovakia, 
was struck and killed by a tear gas grenade, and 
istvar (Pinchas) Weiss (23), from Hungary, was 
shot dead Their widows were allowed to go 
ashore for the funerals and° will remain at! 
Athht 

No regrets have been expressed by the authorities 
for the deaths of the men as a result of the Nava! 
party s action 

Ihe Theodor Herzl. 
was towed simto on 
by two Brittsh destroyers after being spotied by 
reconnaissance ‘planes outs.de Palestine 
territorial waters at about 7 p.m. last Synday 

Twenty refueees were taken off when a naval 
party boarded the ship during the night, and were 
taken to a Haifa hospital ahead of the rest of the 
transport Six of these were taken tothe 
Haifa Government hospital suffering from gun 
wounds received during the boarding op:ration 
while the others had been severely beiten up 

A pitched battle was foucht from 9 p.m. until 
midnight between the boarding party and the 
relugees To overcome resistance, tirc-hoses were 
used and tear-gas bombs were thrown. Finally, 
the boarding party made use of their firearms whilst 
the refugees defended themseives with whatever 
they could lay thew hands on

after the vessel had been apprehended. While the 
operation was in progress, destroyers d opped 
several depth charges to prevent “ frogmen” 
damaging the ships. The Hala port area was put 
under curfew from five a.m. and a battalion of 
troops moved in. 

Twelve hundred of the refugees were transferred 
to three small deportation ships. The remaining 
were accommodated " on the fleet of “ illegal 
ships to wait for the return of the deportation ships 
from Cyprus. The Jewish Agency accepted an invi- 
tation from the Army Command to take care of the 
refugees while awaiting deportation. They refused, 
however, to send representatives to witness the 
transhipment and deportation. 

Work was suspended in all Jewish industrial 
establishments in the Haifa zone and shops were 
closed between noon and 2 p.m. aS a sign ofl 
mourning for the two dead refugees Ihe two 
victims were buried in the Haifa Jewish cemetery 
at noon on Tuesday. Their eg aves are next to those 
of the victims of the Patria incident and of other 
Jews who died in the attempt to reach their 
Homeland

LORD SIMON OF WYTHENSHAWE 


One of the most recently created peers. 
Simon of Wythenshawe, better known, especially 
in Lancashire. as Sir Ernest Simon, ts descended 
from one of a group of Central European Jewish 
families: who transferred ther honres to England, 
af.er the failure of the ‘48 revolutions. and 
enriched Liberal public life in this country. Th -y 
also brought valuable recruits to British imdustry. 
In England most of them settled in Manchesier, 
Bradford, Huddersficid, and Nottingham. Only 
exceptionally did they connect themselves with the 
Jewish Community. As a rule they preferred the 
Unitarian form of worship and through it passed 
into the main stream of English life. In Man- 
chester and Bradfard. however, some of these 
emigrés established reformed Jewish congregauons. 
ln this group are the Zimmern, the. Reiss, the 
Jacoby. the Schwabe, the Samuelson, and the 
Mond families, all later prominent in the Liberal 
Party in its prime. The Lows also came to 
England, from Hungary, at the same time, but they 
setited in London, giving to England Su Maurice and 
Sir Sidney Low not to mention Mrs. Edet, all 
children of the origina! settlers, and a g andchild, 
Mme. Litvinoff, to Russia. Dr. Schiller-S7inessy. who 
was also a refugee from Hun-zary, was the first 
Minister of the Manchester Reformed Jewish 
Congregation, and later the first Reader in 
Rabbinics ai ambridge.

In the DEARBORN INDEPEN- 
DENT, which he had bought tn 1919. he began a cam- 
paign against International Jew” and followed 
tt by publishing the “ Protocols of the Eld rs of 


Zion.” Later, individual Jews were singled out for 
attack, among them Herman Bernstein and Aaron 
Sapiro. Sapiro sued Ford, and after a number of 


hearings a mis-trial was declared and Ford com- 
promised by paying a sum to cover Sapiro’s costs. 
Later he published a reitracuon of his anti-Jewish 
uiterances and wrote a letier of apology to Bern- 
stein. In 1940, following some charges that he was 
continuing to support anti-Semitism, Mr. Ford said, 
in @ Press staiement which he issued backing Mr. 


Willkie’s candidature for the Presidency, “I oo 
Strongly attracted towards Mr. Willkie by what 
Said in his acceptance speech about his disappr _ 
of all forms of intolerance, for | believe in helping 
oppressed peoples. believe all peoples ‘were put 
on this earth for a definite purpose.

Again. only a 
short time before his death, a statement was mode 
by his grandson, on behalf of the Ford organisa-

AMERICAN SCHOLAR 


The news of the approaching retirement of Dr 
Jul.an Morgenstern trom the office of President 
of the Hebrew Union Co'lege. Cincinnati, which 
he has held for 26 years, will be learnt with regret 
by several generations of his disciples. The Hebrew 
Union College is one of the two principal Jewish 
theological seminaries in the United States: most 
of the Reform and Liberal Rabbis of North 
America and several in the British Empire have 
passed through is portals. Dr. Morgenstern is 
not only the head of a great school of Hebrew 
learnipe, he is also one of the leaders of Jewish 
opimeon in the United States. At the age of 66 
there should still be years of useful activity before 
him, and one looks forward hepefuly to American 
and also the wider Jewry benefiting from them. 


A DISTINGUISHED ALUMNUS 


Almost simultaneous with the retirement of Dr. 
Morgenstern is the return to the service of this 
school of learning of one of its most distinguished 
alumnm:, Dr Nelson Glueck. Dr. Glueck is 
Professor of Bible and Biblical Archaeology ai 
the College, but for the greater part of the past 
ten years he has been on leave of absence. exca- 
vating in Transjordan and acting as Director of 
the American School of Orienta) Research in 
Jerusalem. He first went to Palestine. selected for 
the latter office by most of the learned institutions 
in the United Siates, about 15 years ago 
office in normal circumstances is held for one year 
only. But so successful and so popular did Dr 
Glueck—and also his charming young wife—prove 
to be that he was made an exception to all his 
predecessors. For one term also Dr. Glueck was 
the Field Director of the American School of 
Orrental Research in Bagdad, but his heart was 
in Palestine, or, more correctly, Transjordan. 
Aimost all that is known of Transjordan archae- 
ology is due to this young scholar, and he has 
put at the disposal of the reading public the 
results of his remarkable discoveries in a number 
of scholarly yet easily readable works. Above all, 
Dr. Glueck’s discoveries of King Solomon's copper 
mines and smelting works s out

LORD SIMON OF WYTHENSHAWE 


One of the most recently created peers, Lord 
Simon of Wythenshawe, better known, especiaily 
in Lancashire, as Sir Ernest Simon, is descended 
from one of a group of Central European Jewish 
families who transferred ther homes to England. 
af.er the failure of the ‘48 revolutions. and 
enriched Liberal public life in this country. Th-y 
also brought valuable recruits to British mdustry. 
In England most of them settled in Manchesicr, 
Bradford, Huddersfield, and Nottingham. Only 
exceptionally did they connect themselves with the 
Jewrsh Community. As a rule they preferred the 
Unitarian form of worship and through it passed 
into the main stream of English life. [In Man- 
chester and Bradford, however, some of these 
emigrés established reformed Jewish congregations. 
ln this group are the Zimmern, the. Reiss. the 
Jacoby. the Schwabe, the Samuelson, and the 
Mond families, all later prominent in the Liberal 
Party in us prime. The Lows also came to 
Eneland, from Hungary, at the same time, but they 
setthed in London, giving to England Sir Maurice and 
Sir Sidney Low not to mention Mrs Eder, all 
children of the original settlers, and a g andchild, 
Mme. Litvinoff, to Russia. Dr. Schiller-S7inessy. who 


was also a refugee from Hunyary, was the first 
Minister of the Manchester Reformed Jewish 
Congregation, and later the first Reader in 


Rabbinics at Cambridge.

CLERICAL MARTYR 


Yesterday (April 17) was the 725th anniversary 
of the martyrdom at Oxford of Robert of Reading, 
a deacon of the Church, who had been led by his 
study of Hebrew literature, or perhaps by the 
Heb-ew maiden whom he subsequently married. to 
profess Judaism The offence was without pre- 
cedent, in Encland at any rate, and there was only 
one possible punishment for #—death at the stake. 
Moreover, it was the precedent on which all the 
subsequent burnings of heretics in England were 
justified. 


MR, FORD AND THE JEWS 


Mr. Henry Ford, the American motor magnate, 
who died last weck, once earned great notoriety 
among Jews by his virulent attacks on the com- 
munity, started in 1920. In the DrearkBoRN INDEPEN- 
pENT, which he had boughi tn 1919, he beean a cam- 
paign against “The International Jew” and followed 
it by publ shine the “ Protocols of the Eld rs of 
Zion.” Later, individual Jews were singled out for 
attack, among them Herman Bernstein and Aaron 
Sapiro. Sapiro swed Ford, and after a number of 
hearings a mis-trial was declared and Ford com- 
promised by paying a sum to cover Sapiro’s costs. 
Later he published a retraction of his anti-Jewish 
utterances and wrote a letter of apology to Bern- 
stein. In 1940, following some charges that he was 
continuing to support anti-Semitism, Mr. Ford said, 
in a Press statement which he issued backing Mr. 


Willkie’s candidature for the Presidency, “I was 
Strongly attracted towards Mr. Willkie by what he 
said in his acceptance speech about his disapproval 
of all forms of intolerance, for I believe in helping 
oppressed peoples. I believe all peoples were put 
on this earth for a definite purpose. Class divisions 
and racial and religious prejudices have been too 
much encouraged in this country.” Adeain. only a 
short time before his death. a statement was mode 
by his grandson, on behalf of the Ford organisa- 
tion, strongly condemning race prejudice. 


AMERICAN SCHOLAR 


The news of the approaching retirement of Dr. 
Jul.an Morgenstern trom the office of President 
of the Hebrew Union College, Cincinnati, which 
he has held for 26 years, will be learnt with regret 
by several generations of his disciples. The Hebrew 
Union College is one of the two principal Jewish 
theological seminaries in the United States; most 
of the Relorm and Liberal Rabbis of North 
America and several in the British Empire have 
passed through its portals. Dr. Morgenstern is 
not only the head of a great school of Hebrew 
learning, he is also one of the leaders of Jewish 
opimon m the United States. At the age of 66 
there should still be years of useful activity before 
him, and one looks forward hepefuly to American 
and also the wider Jewry benefiting from them. 


A DISTINGUISHED ALUMNUS 


Almost simultaneous with the retirement of Dr. 
Morgenstern is the return to the service of this 
school of learning of one of its most distinguished 
alumm, Dr Nelson Glueck Dr. Glueck is 
Professor of Bible and Biblical Archacology at 
the College, but for the greater part of the past 
ten years he has been on leave of absence. exca- 
vating in Transjordan and acting as Director of 
the American School of Oriental Research in 
Jerusalem. He first went to Palestine, selected for 
the latter office by most of the learned institutions 
in the United States, about 15 years ago 
office in normal circumstances is held for one year 
only. But so successful and so popular did Dr 
Glueck—and also his charming young wife—prove 
to be that he was made an exception to all his 
predecessors. For one term also Dr. Glucck was 
the Field Durector of the American School of 
Oriental Research in Bagdad, but his beart was 
in Palestine, or, more correctly, Transjordan. 
Almost all that is known of Transjordan archae- 
ology is due to this young scholar, and he has 
put at the disposal of the reading public the 
results of his remarkab’e discoveries in a number 
of scholarly yet easily readable works. Above all, 
Dr. Glueck's discoveries of King Solomon's copper 
mines and smelting works s out

He 
was not prepared to suffer abridgment of the rights 
of Jews, esther as individuals or collectively. Jews, 
he went on, did not need the rhetoric of sympathy 
from whatever quarter it came. What was wanted 
was clear and concrete evidence that the tragedy of 
the survivors of the vilest, cruellest persecution the 
world had ever known was not only recognised by 
the rest of humanity, but that something would 
actually be done about it 

He would, however, sound a warning. No men 
living had done more harm to the cause of Zionism 
than the terrorists Ihey had put some very 
powerful weapons in the hands of their enemies. 
They had given the British Government an alibi 
that no other circumstance could possibly have 
furnished. 


“Arab Rebellion A Myth” 


Ihe British Government, he stated, ought to 
know they could not trust the feudal chiefs of the 
Middie East. The threat of an Arab rebellion was 
a myth. Certainly the Government should never 
allow the Jewsh National Home to be the victim 
of the quest for ou on the one hand, and the

HENRY WALLACE ON PALESTINE 


A warning that the clash of British, American 
and Russian imperialism over the Middle East or! 
areas was a “ peril to world. peace ” was given by 
Mr: Henry Wallace. forme: Vice Prisident of the 
United States, at his first Press conference in ths 
country last week He said that American 
imperialism was showing itself just as active 
as British imperialism in the Middle East oil 
areas, 

In answer to a question, Mr. Wallace said that 
he favoured the creation of a Jordan Valley 
Authority as part of the settlement of the Palestine 
question. When pressed for further views on the 
settlement of the Palestine issue, he said that since 
he was an honoured guest in this country, he 
preferred not to comment on the point. 

Many of his Jewish friends in America, Mr. 
Wallace stated, were asking how Britain could have 
difficulty in maintaining 12,000 troops in Greece 
when apparently she had no trouble at all in 
maintaining 100,000 troops in Palestine. “I 
cannot answer that,” Mr. Wallace said. 

Asked if the resettlement of Jews was hampered 
by restriciions on immigration into the United 
States, he replied: *‘ That ts quite right. Before 
the United States criticises. British policy in 
Palestine, she should be ready to admit more 
Jewish and other refugees from Central Europe.” 

He pointed out, however, that even if the United 
States were to open her doors to all Jews who 
wanted to go there, that would not solve the 
Palestine question 


Mr. Wallace's advocacy of the Jordan Valley 
Scheme 1s of long standing.

WILNO TO-DAY 


Remnant of Famous Kehilla 
[By a Correspondent] 


For many centuries, the city of Wilno was more 
than the home of a powerful Jewish Community: 
it was, from the 16th century right up to the last 
war, the most important centre of Jewish culture tn 
Eastern Europe. Wilno’s Jewish spiritual and 
political life radiated through hundreds of com- 
munities all over Lithuania, Poland, Russia, and 
the Ukraine, reaching, with its influence, as far as

Mr. Pinchas-Galperin, one of the few Lithuantan-

iold me about the life of Wilno’s tiny Jewish 
remnant to-day M;. Galperin. who is 28, was 
born in Jurbure. and graduated in 1936 at the 
Hebrew High School of Kaunas (Kowno) where he 
lived until the arrival of the German troops in 
1941. He fled to Russia. and joined the Red Army's 
‘Liuhuanian Division” fighting against the Nazis 
from Moscow to Koenigsberg. He arrived in ms 
native country in 1944, and he now secks to go to 
Palestine Of his whole family, he ws the sole 
SLUTVIVOT 

Of the 22.000 Jews in Lithuania to-day, he said, 
15.000 live in Wilno. 2.500 in Kaunas. and about 
4.500 in the small towns. An organised Wilno 
Community is in existence, and an clementary 
school, with Yiddish as the official language, 1s 
attended by 400 children. An organisation§ of 
Jewish writers is the main centre of Jewish cultural 
life

In Kaunas, too, the Jewish Community was re- 
established and a Jewish kindergarten is operating. 
but Jews do not tecl secure there, constituting too 
small a percentage of the population [he same 
is even truer of the smaller localities such = as 
Ponieviez, Vilkomir, and Olita, where the few 
Jewish families are always afraid of possible -out- 
breaks of anti-Semitism 

Anti-Semitism, according to Mr. Galperin, 1s still 
strong in Lithuania, where a section of the local 
population helped the Gestapo and the S.S. in then 
campaign of annihilating the Jews. To-day, these 
people see in every Jewish survivor an eye-witness 
of their crimes, or fear they may be asked to 
surrender stolen property. 

The Soviet attitude towards the Jews, according 
to my mformant, differs from that shown in 1940- 
41. At that time. Zionism was considered to be a 
pohtical crime, and Zionists were imprisoned with- 
out trial lo-day former Zionists occupy 
responsible positions, and nobody seems interested 
in their political past. The Jewsh Community 
enjoys full religious freedom, and the Kehillot in 
Wilno and Kaunas are being assistéd by the 
Government in meeting the needs of their members. 
A special ration of Matzo-flour was granted by the 
Government tor Passover last year, and the com- 
munities are also allowed to employ Shochetim. 

About 80 -_per cent of Luhuanman Jews are 
Zionists (1 was told), and wished to go to Palestine. 
Many left in the first months of hberation, but 
emigration has now become very difficult, and 1s 
punished .by law. For the Zionists, and for all 
others who wish to start their new lite mn new homes 
outside Europe, the consciousness of being com- 
pelled to remain in Lithuania is tragic. But they 
ure helpless. They make the best of it by irying 
io re-establish themselves and adjust themselves Lo 
the new economic conditions 

Ihe same general position exists also in Soviet 
Latvia, where the Jewish Community in Riga num- 
ber some 14,000, and wih smaller communities in 
Libau, Mitau, and Dwinsk.

BELSEN AFTER TWO YEARS 

The second anniversary on Tuesday of the lbera- 
tion of Belsen camp was a great event, and the. 
present inhabitants celebrated « from morning tll 
night (telegraphs a special correspondent). 

The day began with a march by 5,000 of them in 
a long column from Freedom Square to the 
memorial which was erected last year, on the spot 
where so many thousands of Jews were murdered 
and buried. An impressive memorial service took 
place in the presence of many guests of honour, 
including representatives of the Military Govern- 
ment. Unrra, the Polish Army, and the Jewish 
voluntary societies. Addresses were given by Mr 
Josef Rosensaft, Chairman of the Commitiee of 
Liberated Jews of the British Zone; Dr. Kurt 
Levine, of the Jewish Agency for Palestine ; Major- 
General Fanshawe, of Unrra:; and Mr. Norbert 
Wollheim, Chairman of the Jewish Council tn the 
British Zone. Rabbi Lefsky and Rabbi Halpern 
officiated at the service. 

In the evening, over 1.500 people filled the cinema 
hall, where they heard Mr. Rosensaft and Mr. 
Wollheim thank the British Army, as they did two 
years ago, for liberation; but at the same time 
the speakers expressed the view that although they 
were liberated from their oppressors, they were sti!! 
not free: and they appealed to the world to see to 
it that the gates of their Homeland were opencd 
before it was too late.. Dr. E. T. Lowenthal (Jewish 
Relief Unit), Dr. Kurt Levine, and Mr. Sam Dallop 
(of the Joint Distribution Committee) also spoke. 


BUCHENWALD NAZIS ON’ TRIAL 


The second anniversary of the liberation by 
American Forces of Buchenwald, the vilest of 
Hitler's concentration camps, was last week marked 
by the opening of the trial of 30 men and one 
woman for atrocities there.

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COMMUNAL UNITY 


AN important and sudden development during the present 
week urgently compels the direction of fresh attention on 
the subject of the Chief Rabbinate. On Tuesday, a special 
meeting of the General Council of the Federation of 
>yNagogues was summoned to hear a statement Of grave 
consequence from its President, Mr. Aaron Wrignt, a 
statement which received final endorsement, with acclama- 
tron. by the Council, as will be seen from the report of 
that meeting appearing on pages | and 5 in this issue. 


st the outset, it should be stressed that this newspaper 
is in no way concerned to support the special viewpoint 
o: either the United Synagogue or the federation ol 
Synagogues, or, indeed, of any other interested body. 
Avout the paramount importance of the forthcoming 
eicction to the Chief Rabbinate there is no dispute, how- 
ever much opinion may differ regarding the precise pro- 
cedure which should be followed. But we have all along 
urged two pornts: first, that the election should not be 
unduly delayed; and, secondly, that prolonged secret dis- 
cussions were detrimental, The crisis which has now been 
reached shows how harmful have been the effects of paying 
no heed to these points. Procrastination and secrecy, 
whatever may have been the intention of those who 
aaopted such methods, have led to the present critical 


pe SS, 


lt now transpires, according to Mr. Wright’s statement, 
that the active concern of the Federation of Synagogues in 
the Chief Rabbinate was expressed as far back as June, 
1945, seven months before Dr. Hertz’s death, and has been 
consistentiy maintained throughout the past two years. 
Over a year ago, the Federation submitted a detaiied 
memorandum containing concrete financial and admunis- 
trative proposals. lt is, therefore, untair to suggest that 
the Federation's recent resolutions are either opportunist 
0; belated, since they are the logical outcome of a long- 
conceived policy dating back to the late Chief Rabbi's 
liietume. If there has been any public misunderstanding 
on this score, it would seem to be due to the seal of 
secrecy imposed by Sir Robert Waley Cohen, as President 
o! the United Synagogue, and honoured, albeit with mis- 
g.vings, up to this week. Now that the Federation's 
President has terminated the secrecy which surrounded 
the discussion of these and other proposals, it should be 
possible to consider them dispassionately on their merits. 


As has been repeatedly stressed in these columns, and 
particularly in last week's leader on the composition of the 
biectoral College, the complexion of the community in 
this ‘democratic age is very different from what it was in 
earlier generations. Fortunately, the founders of. the 
United Synagogue showed outstanding wisdom and fore- 
sight in the elasticity they provided in the constitu- 
tional procedure for the election of a Chief Rabbi. 
The relevant clause, No 8, provided that the United 
Synagogue should make all appropriate arrangements in 
conjunction with other Jewish bodies concerned, but it did 
Not attempt to bind down either the United Synagogue or 
the other bodies with regard to the numbers of their repre- 
sentatives. It would, of course, have been highly impolitic 
to do so, for, while one may properly hope for the 
prosperous continuance of one’s community, one cannot 
possibly foresee the changes in its structure and bias which 
the years may bring about. In our own day and 
generation, One of the Jewish bodies most obviously con- 
cerned is the Federation of Synagogues, which has, from 
small beginnings sixty years ago, now grown until its 
membership ts approximately three-quarters the size of that 
of the United Synagogue. It has, in the building up of its 
own traditions, known more vicissitudes than the United 
Synagogue and it has had no continuous traditions of 
leadership such as has the other body. Its thoughts are 
clearly centred on democratic values, reflecting in this the 
general spirit of the times. In its Memorandum, submitted 
to Sir Robert more than a year ago, yet only this week 
made public, the Federation laid down what seem to be 
unimpeachable principles: “The Chief Rabbi is the 
Spiritual Head of the community. Members of the com- 
munity, whether they are rich or poor, should have an 
equal voice in his appointment. Voting rights in propor- 
tion to wealth would not be in consonance with principles 
which are almost universally accepted at the present time. 
An Electoral College based on democratic principles would 
command the confidence of the entire community and 
provide a firm basis for the great office of Chief Rabbi.” 


The course of action upon which, as is only now 
revealed, the Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue have 
already embarked-——with a haste contrasting markedly with 
the earlier dilatoriness—seems utterly indefensible. They 
have invited to the Preliminary Conference 93 representa- 
urves who may be said to be on the side of the United 
Synagogue, as compared with only three representatives 
o! the Federation. Moreover, 91 invitations have been 
issued to other synagogue bodies, presumably in the 
Provinces and the Dominions, although their names are as 
yet withheld, Is it surprising that the Federation feels 
iasulted, and thinks that it is being asked to enter some- 


thing like a “ packed” assembly? This is certainly strange 
and high-handed treatment of a body which has offered 
generous spiritual and financial support for the main- 
tenance of the Chief Rabbinate. 


In these circumstances, questions are being asked—and 
not only by the Federation—as to the motives which 
inspire the peremptory summoning of what would appear 
to be so unrepresentative a Preliminary Conference. 
Suspicions have been aroused that the proceedings, domi- 
nated by the United Synagogue Executive, will be 
mainly formal, with a cut-and-dried agenda and recom- 
mendations already determined, In particular, it is feared 
that an attempt will be made to set up a permanent 
committee of laymen to control and restrict the Chief 
Rabbi's liberty of action, even in religious matters. 


Against this course, the Federation has not only 
protested in plain words but has foreshadowed drastic 
action. Unless they and other Orthodox Synagogues are 
given fair representation in the Electoral College, they state 
that they will proceed with the formation of a new 
Synagogue Council of Great Britain, which will go forward 
with the election of its own independent Chief Rabbi. 
The onus rests on the United Synagogue to bring qualities 
of statesmanship to bear on this intricate problem. Only 
thus will it be able to avert the threat of a disastrous schism 
in the ranks of Anglo-Jewry, which would have reper- 
cussions throughout the British Commonwealth. 


THE PALESTINE EXECUTIONS 


WHENEVER there are signs of a comparative respite in 
Palestine, the precarious equilibrium is overturned—either by 
heavy-handed administration or by terrorist outrage, or, most 
frequently, by both. The Yishuv stands bewildered between 
the Palestine Government and the terrorist groups, knowing 


‘that it can expect no statesmanlike alleviation from the former 


and no repentant discipline from the latter. A simple observer 
whose only wish was to see public order restored to the Holy 
Land would be hard pressed to find any virtue at all in this 
week's executions. Surely there cannot any longer be anyone 
stupid enough to believe that the hangman’s rope can contribute 
one iota to the cause of pacification in a sftuation of political 
unrest. It only increases every tension, exacerbates every 
hatred, reinforces every impulse of violent despair, weakens 
every counsel of moderation, and strengthens the terrorists by 
conferring an air of martyrdom on which they thrive. So much 
for the effect of the scaffold on the prospects of security. 
Whether these hangings can be justified on the plane of abstract 
ethics is a more intricate question. “ An eye for an eye; a tooth 
for a tooth” is regarded by modern thought as too stringent 
a precept for literal application. To go beyond it in severity 
is rare in civilised States. Yet of one of the executed men it 
was alleged that he attempted murder, not that he personally 
committed it, and of the other three it was never alleged that 
they even attempted to take life. They joined in the counter- 
flogging escapade—a reckless, wanton aggression, it is true, but 
scarcely one deserving the supreme penalpy. An execution for 
attempted whipping is inconsistent with British standards of 
justice and humanity in the twentieth century. These are matters 
for General Cunningham and Mr. Creech Jones to argue before 
their consciences. Meanwhile, a new sheaf has been added to 
the terrorist harvest—four men perverted and destroyed by 
vicious doctrine; confusion in Palestine worse confounded— 
which will certainly not be helped by the new reauilations 
suddenly imposed, against all civilised legal practice, of refusing 
the right of appeal in cases tried by military courts: and, lastly, 


what might prove to have been a reckless attempt-—happily ° 


unsuccessful—to poison British-Jewish relations bevond repair 
by a cowardly planting of explosives in a Whitehall building. 


THE PARENTS’ PART 


Tus month’s raising of the compulsory school age to 15 
has occasioned much discussion regarding the practical applica- 
tion of this long-overdue reform. It is worth noting that an 
earlier Act of Parliament would have raised the age on 
September 1, 1939. On that day, however, Hitler invaded 
Poland, with the incidental result that the schoolchildren were 
immediately evacuated from vulnerable areas in Britain. 
Education was a severe casualty of the terrible ensuing war. 
But such is this country’s devotion to the true values of life 
that Mr. R. A. Butler’s great Act was passed even in war-time, 
although only now is this particular provision coming into 
force. Many other of its provisions have still to be brought 
into Operation, and it is anticipated that some of them will not 
become effective for several years to come, Specially welcome, 
therefore, is this earnest of the Government's intention to 
implement the new Act, and the fact that the present economic 
crisis has not been made an. excuse for postponing still further 
the raising of the school age. The continuance of full-time 
school education for all boys and girls up to the age of 15 
imposes additional opportunities and responsibilities for their 
specifically religious instruction. No doubt the Central Council 
for Jewish Religious Education and other interested Jewish 
bodies will take every possible advantage of this extension cf 
secondary school training. But more: important than the 
school—or even than the synagogue—in our religious educae 
tion, is the home. Every Jewish household, during Passover, 
had a striking reminder of the importance of this fact in the 
Seder Service. For the Passover Haggada, with all its meaning- 
ful and appealing ceremonial, is particularly devoted to the 
instruction of our children in the faith and traditions of the 
people of Israel, Fortunately, few Jewish homes did not 
have the opportunity of learning this lesson during the Festival 
But its truth must be remembered at all times and seasons, 
The Minister of Education, Mr. George Tomlinson, has just 
declared: ““ Though the influence of the school and the school 
teacher is great, it needs the reinforcement of a good home for 
the development of character.” No extension of State educa 
tion can justify a lessening of parental duty.

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MODERN ANTI-SEMITISM 
A Political Weapon 


The Emergence of the Jewish Problem, 1878-199, 
Ry James Parkes. Oxford University Press Uor 
the Royal Institute of International Affairs). 15s.

Those who are accustomed to trace the origins 
of the Jewish problem back to “the Pharaoh who 
knew not Joseph,’ may find the ttle of Dr. Parkes’s 
latest book a trifle perplexing. Has he forgotten 
the conflict between the Church and the Synagogue, 
and. the place of the Jew in the medicval com- 
munity, that he should now write of the Jewish 
problem as emerging between 1878 and 1939? And 
why 1878? 

Ihe answer is, of course, that Dr. Parkes is con- 
cerned here not with the religious intolerance and 
persecution of the Middle Ages, but with the emer- 
gence of that modern torm of anti-Semitism »w hich 
he defines as “a political weapon deliberately 
invented and artificially developed for ends which 
have nothing to do with the Jewish people or the 
Jewish religion.” Those who forged this weapon 
have been content simply to exploit “ the actual 
probl ms, prejudices, difficulties. and 
as well as the political and economic abnormalities 
which are the present heritage of past unhappy 
relations between the Jew and his neighbour 

[he date is significant because it was at the 
Congress of Berlin in 1878 that the first attempt was 
made to solve the problem of Eastern European 
Jewry on Western European hnes by ordering the 
Rumanian Government to grant citizenship to } 
Jews. But there were other significant dates in the 
same period. In 1877 the first socialist paper 
appeared among the Jews of Russia. leading to the 
foundation of the Bund, the Association of Jewish 
Social Democratic Labour Parties. which in turn 
played an important part in the foundation of the 
Russian Social Democratic Party In 1879 anti- 
Semitism first appeared in modern life as a deliber- 
ately manufactured political weapon. after the 
quarrel between Bismarck and the National Liberal 
Party in Germany. In 1881, after the assassination 
of Alexander Il, the Russian Government made a 
scapegoat of the Jews and started the great exodus 
of Russian Jewry to the West. In 1882 the first 
of the existing Zionist settlements was founded in 
Palestine at Rishon-le-Zion. 


No Easy Solution 


The immediate causet and far-reaching conse 
quences of this extraordinary concentration of fate 
ful happenings in the life of the Jewish Community 
are therefore the subject-matter of a study which 
is likely to remain for many years the clearest and 
most authoritative guide to the understanding of 
the Jewish problem in modern times. It is essen- 
tially a factual study, bringing within the compass 
of some 250 pages a wealth of information for 
which it has hitherto been necessary to search (often 
with scanty reward) in many different quarters 

yr. Parkes 18 not concerned to offer solutions, 
nor does he take sides in any of the many contro- 
versial issues with which he deals. “ There is 
nothing wrong in controversial issues,’ he writes: 
“ there is nothing wrong in taking sides—only such 
a Study as this is not the right place for it.” He 
does, however. allow himself to go so far as to say 
that “it is difficult to avoid the conclusion that 
the only satisfactory solution from the Jewish point 
of view is one which makes it possible for those 
who desire it to go to Palestine.” 

Sut the careful reader will be Ieft with few 
illusions as to the difficulties in the way of achiev- 
ing a solution, and the need for “ the most coura- 
geous action of the peacemakers.”

Dr. Parkes, in many of his 
writings, has done much to help the Christian to 
a better understanding of the Jewish problem, but 
his masterly survey in this present volume of the 
outstanding events and tendencies of modern times 
has much to teach the Jew also. It should cer- 
tainly be in the library of every Jewish institution.

AMERICAN CHILDREN’S STORIES 


Happiness For Sale. By 
Bloch Publishing Co., New York. $2. 


Reviewed by the Rev. Arthur Saul Super 


When a child reads a story his enjoyment is cone 
ditioned by the extent to which he can achieve 
identification with the hero of the tale. The author, 
while not afraid of the improbable, must yet remem- 
ber to maintain some fundamental contact with 
reality. The desire to teach a lesson should be 
subordinated to the proper development of the 
plot, and the story wil succeed if the main 
characters are largely allowed to take the control of 
the action out of the hands of the author. A 
common mistake is to depict very arena? 
incidents im the life of children. This “ matter-ol- 
fact” children’s story will usually interest adults, 
but children themselves prefer to travel with the 
protagonists of the tale into the realms of advem 
ture or fantasy. 

In “Happiness For Sale,” Dorothy Alofsin 
rarely goes cornell the “ matter-of-fact’ for her 
plots. Here are 18 tales, very well told, of 
incidents which could happen to anybody, any 
time. The writing is clear and sustains interest. 
The delineation of the American Jewish child 1s 
acute, and incidentally the adult reader obtains & 
g00d indication of what Jewish life means to these 
children. The background of anti-Semitism seems 
to be more keenly felt by them than by English 
children. The stories reflect the effort they con- 
Sciously and constantly make to justify themselves

YIDDISH—Threat of its “ Rapid Disappearance ” 
By J. WITRIOL 


In an address given not long ago to Jewish 
students on Future of Anglo-Jewry. the 
President of the Board of Deputies forecast with 
regret the rapid disappearance of Yiddish His 
regret will be shared by many who have escaped 
the taint of linguistic snobbery. Such persons are 
not — Y iddishists,”” inasmuch as they do not regard 
Yiddish as. the Jewish ianguage—that title, of 
course, can belong only to Hebrew—but only as 
one, though without doubt the most essentially 
Jewish, of many Judaised foreign languages, some 
now ecXtinct, e.g., Farsic, Bukharic, Javanic, 
Italkian,.Shuadit, Zarphatit, Judezmo, etc.! These 
“Friends of Yiddish,” indeed, would agree with 
Professor Brodetsky that in twenty years’ time 
a(n Anglo-) Jewish Community “will look and 
sound more Enelish that it does now.” More, they 
hold such a development, at any rate in English- 
speaking countries, to be not only natural but 
desirable. They realise that in these countries there 
is “no future’ in Yiddish, but that does not alter 
the affection they feel for the mother-tongue of the 
Eastern European Jewry from whom the great 
majority of the Anglo-Jewish Community are 
sprung 

Such an affection, perhaps. needs no other 
explanation than may be found in the very word 
mamme lushen® itself. Not sefat ha-em, not 
Miuttersprache, bat the homely Germanic-Hebrew 
compound which epitomises the hybrid structure of 
Yiddish, its “ jargon,” anathema to the “ German- 
ist and the “ Hebraist,” but to the “ Friend of 
Yiddish” revealing the great virtues of the 
language: its naturalness, its catholicnty, and its 
vitality. “ Sprechen Sie deutsch?” the German Jew 
is alleged to have asked the Polish Jew. “Avadde,” 
came the classic reply, “a meen sha‘alle!" “Of 
course I do, what a question ! ” And no doubt the 
Polish Jew himself was no more than dimly aware 
that avadde was the Mishnaic Hebrew vadai, and 
that meen and sha’alle were Biblical Hebrew pure 
and undefiled. 


20 per cent Hebrew in Yiddish 


On a purely quantitative reckoning, Hebrew 
accounts for only about twenty per cent of the 
Yiddish vocabulary, German contnbuting about 
seventy per cent and Polish and Russian the 
remaining ten per cent. Qualitatively, however, the 
influence of Hebrew is far deeper than the number 
of specifically Hebrew (including Aramaic) words 
in Yiddish would suggest. The words and phrases 
that express the deep emotions, the intense feciings, 
are mostly Hebrew, seldom German or Slav, and it 
was in Hebrew formule that the Jew expressed 
himself on the familiar occasions of life. 

When Jew met fellow-Jew, he greeted him with 
a heartfelt “ Shulem aleychem,” * Peace unto you,” 
to which the rejoinder would be “ Aleychem 
shulem,”’ “ Unto you peace”; on hearing of some 
joyful event in which"his neighbour was concerned 
—a hris, perhaps, “initiation into the covenant of 
Abraham.” or a chassene, “ wedding "—he wished 
him “ mazel-tov,”. “ good-luck"; he toasted him 
with a “ lechayim!” “to life!” fare the English 
formula “ cheers!” “ here’s how ! ef hoc genus 
omne, an improvement?), and together they would

Yiddish verbs are formed from Hebrew words 
ifter the Germanic pattern with an astonishing 
laciuuty, in many cases the Yiddish verb acquiring 
a significance that is an extension of the original 
Hebrew meaning, e.g., Aarghenen, deharghenen, 
“to ball.” from Hebrew Aarog, and its compounds 
~unharghenen, * beat up,” osharghenen, “extermi- 
nate’: chaleshen, “to faint” from Hebrew 
chalash, “ weak.’ avekchaleshen, “ to. faint away,” 

Yiddish proverbs, too, are almost all either 
Hebrew in word structure or in inspiration or in 
both. To take only two, both of which are entirely 
Hebrew in vocabulary: achrey mois kedoshim 
(emvoir), “ speak no evil of she dead ""—achrey mot 
“after the death kedoshim, “saints’’: and amor, 
“say” are the effective opening words of three 
consecutive sidras in Leviticus: meluche meleeche, 
“the man who has a trade has a kingdom "— 


meluche (in  Setardic transcription  amielacha) 
meaning “trade,” “craft,” and meleeche 
Sefardic transcription melucha) meaning “ king- 
dom.” Is it fanciful to see in this latter proverb 


the reflection of the Jewish economic tragedy, the 
bitterness the Jew must have felt at being denied 
the opportunity of learning a skilled trade? In any 
case, the aphorism is brilliant, possessing in the 
highest degree all the qualities a good proverb 
should have brevity, assonance. homely wisdom 
The nearest English equivalent I have been abie to 
find in the Oxford Dictionary of Proverbs 1s: 
“Who hath a trade through all waters may wade,” 
and there is the German Handwerk hat einen goi- 
denen Boden—* a trade has a floor of gold but 
how weak these are compared with the Yiddish’ 
Meluche meleeche. 


A Reproach to Anglo-Jewry 


It is a reproach to Anglo-Jewry that Yiddish has 
not yet been adequately treated in English. What 
is required ss something on the lines of the “ Great 
Languages " series published by Faber and Faber. 
The task is probably beyond the capacity of any 
one scholar. demanding, as it does, first and fore- 
most, an exhaustive philological training, to which 
would have to be united a thorough knowledge of 
Biblical and Talmudical Hebrew and Aramaic, an 
equally thorough knowledge of Old, Middle, and 
New High German, as well as of the Old and 
Middle German dialects, a mastery of medieval 
Polish and Russian, a decp knowledge of Jewish 
history and religion and folklore and—last but not 
least-—an enthusiasm for and a first-hand know- 
ledge of Yiddish itself! Given the necessary 
financial support, however, there is no reason why 
a team of scholars should not complete such an 
undertaking. But a start should made now, 
before the “rapid disappearance” of Yiddish, 
foretold by the President of the Board of Deputies, 
has become a melancholy fact.

SCIENTISTS POWDERED FOOD 
PROCESS 


a Viennese scientist who 
came to Froeland in a refugee from Nazi 
persecution. has perfected a process by which a 
wholesome food, rich in protein, can be obtained 
from wa animal offals. 

Although he has been experimenting with non- 
kosher animals such as rabbits, Dr. Tuchrer 
assured me (writes our correspondent) that the 

ywder can be made from kosher offals. and would 
be useful for sending to the Jews on the Continent. 

Dr Tuchner described how a whole rabbit—tess 
head. skin, and viscera—is crushed and dehydrated 
at a low temperature: and the result was a brown 
powder, which needed only to be boiled in water 
for fifteen minutes to become an appetising soup. 
Four ounces of this dried protein and four ounces 
of dried potato would provide sustenance for 
twenty-four hours, said Dr. Tuchner 

Dr. Tuchner started his work because he felt 
that there was insufficient beef to satisfy the 
starving millions of the world and the utilisation 
of high protein offals was essential to make up the 
deficiency 

The powder, if packed in airtight containers, will 
keep for about two years. There is a great saving 
of transport space. No refrigeration is needed. 

Mr Charies Royle, M-P., is chairman of the 
Manchester Nutrition and By-Products, Ltd., which 
has been formed to develop the processes.

Leeds Minister’s Criticism of 
London Beth Din 


[From our 


The recent controversy between the London 
Beth Din and the Liberal Synagogue would do a 
great deal of good, said the Rev. A. S. Super, 
preaching at the Moortown Synagogue, if it 
awakened Orthodox Jews in Engiand to an 
appreciation of some of the Beth Din’s difficulties 
and weaknesses 

While the case put by the Beth Din was sound 
and unassailabk from the point of view of 
Jewish tradition, said Mr. Super, there was much 
that was lacking, from the practical pomt of view. 

Many of the problems confronting the Beth Din 
were increased by lack of organisation, and OY the 
undertaking of duties which were far beyond the 
streneth of the few Dayanim. Not only were they 
acting as Dayanim for the whole of London Jewry, 
some 200,000 souls, but they fulfilled this task 
to a large extent for the Provinces. They dealt 
with a great number of problems affecting 
continental Jewry, they interested themselves in 
fund raising for various worthy Orthodox objccts, 


and they made visits for various purposes to 
different parts of the world. 

“All these things are very laudable and 
necessary,” said the preacher, “but for five 


Davyanim to-tackle, in addition, the routine business 
of a Beth Din, Gittin, Halitzah, legal disputes, and 
the issue of certificates of ali kinds for a community 
the size of London, is surely impossible 

“ The problems of Gittin and Halitzah become 
acute mainly because of delay If. for example 
the brother-in-law of a childless widow were aske 
during the Shiva week to bind himself legally to 
perform Halitzah and it is performed immediately 
and it is permissibic, there would rarely be any 
dispute. When a litle time is allowed to elapse, 
however, human nature being what it 1is—-the widow 
perhaps making difficulties over inheritance, part- 
nerships or a hundred other things—trouble arises. 

“ But unhappily, our Beth Din is too overloaded 
with work to be on the spot ‘im each casé and s0 
many a woman is left helpless 

‘A similar situation arises with Gitin. 


Local Baté Din Wanted 


“What we need in London is a clear re 
definition of the functions of the Court of the 
Chicf Rabbi. 1 think it is proper that they should 
deal with matters of religious policy, and that they 
should act as a consultative body for other Baté Din 
and Kabbis But they should not deal with the 
routine business of the Rabbis. There should be 
local Baté Din in every. district of London who 
can attend to these matters with expedition 

“It is presumed that when one is given a 
Hatarat Haroah, one is licensed as fit*to perform 
these functions. What happens to-day is that men 
are given Rabbinical diplomas and then disallowed 
or discouraged by the Beth Din from dealing with 
Rabbinic duties. With all respect to our great 
Dayanim, I submit that this practice is dangerous. 
Judaism must always suffer if there is too much 
centralisation in its religious life. 

“ Ministers who have devoted their lives to the 

reservation and dissemination of traditional 

udaism are gravely disturbed by this tendency 
to concentrate Rabbinic power into fewer hands.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Ideal Leader 


He shall not cry nor lift up, nor cause his voice 
to be heard in the street; a bruised reed shall he 
not break: and the dimly burning wick shall he 
not quench.” —Isaiah xiii. 3. 

N these striking words does the great prophet 
| portray two characteristics of the “ servant of 

the Lord.” He is thinking of Israel as the 
priest people, the leader of men destined to lead 
the world to God and to righteousnesss. Yet it 
is easier for us to think of an tdeal leader as a man 
rather than as a people. We cannot be surprised 
that the world of Christendom regarded their own 
redeemer alone as fulfilling this prophecy, not 
merely because they felt that the description fitted 
him. but rather because of their scorn and distaste 
at the very idea that the Jewish people were thus 


exalted to the position of leadership even in a 
heathen world. We do not lose our idealism in 
being practical; and to us the leadership of a 


people means the outstanding influence and appeal 
of one man or a few. “ My people shall be all 
righteous was a part of the prophet'’s vision 
But it is one that can only be fulfilled through the 
one or the few 

‘* He shall not cry nor lift up, nor cause his voice 
to be heard in the Street What does the prophet 
mean by thus describing the servant of the Lord? 
He is always reminding the people of the great 
uses to which the human voice may, nay must, be 
put in the service of God. For justice, for liberty, 
for the diffusion of knowledge. for indignation and 


remonstrance. for the utterance of music, for the 
purpose of comfort and inspiration: “cry aloud, 
spare not. lift up thy voice like a trumpet. But, 


truly. the two messages are not incompatible at all. 


Ihe earlier words refer not to the act or the 
means of service but to the character and 
manner of the “ servant."". The word trans- 
lated “‘cry.’ means to scream. to baw! out The 


true servant is not loud in our most modern sense. 
He does not advertise himself; as a modern writer 
has said: he is at once too strong, too weak, and 
too practical Ihe fact that God ts with him, 
pointing the way. keeps him calm and unhysterical. 
The fact that he is the divine instrument keeps him 
patient and humble. The fact that he has faith in 
his work gives him that quiet conhdence by which, 
as a psalmist tells us, we too may be saved 

HEN the prophet says: “he shall not cause 

his voice to be heard in the street,” he is 
not. enjoining silence in controversy or against the 
opposition of the spiritually deaf and uwidifferent. 
The needs of all those who have wares that must 
be offered, who have a message that will not be 
denied, often require loud and persistent determina- 
tion to be heard The divine teaching must utter 
its voice above the clamour of the world. But the 
advertisement for self, the craving for notoriety o1 
recognition—this is what the prophet meant was 
utterly incompatible with the character of the true 
‘servant. Such men and such teaching are above 
the recompense or the approval of others. 

Then there is the second quality: “a bruised 
reed shall he not break, and the dimly burning wick 
shall he not quench.” To the qualities of meekness 
and discipline and courage. the true servant adds 
gentieness as well. The prophet is no doubt thinking 
of the gentiles. They are bruised reeds and expiring 
flames. The human virtues, he felt, were dying out 
among the nations, but not yet dead: the conscious- 
ness in the individual soul of its own capacities was 
i flickering light. This dimly burning wick the true 
servant must teed and fan into a bright flame. 

i ass tor us, the descendants of the audiences of 
the great prophet. to realise that the merciful atti- 
tude, the pititul heart. the willingness to make 
aljiowances for the frailty and the foolishness of 
others-—-these qualities are the unfailing sign of the 
true servant, wherever he may be found. Some- 
times irritated, wearied, disgusted at the pettiness 
and selfishness of most men, his courage. his faith 
in his task. and in its ultimate triumph, bears him 
along undaunted by derision or failure... Sometimes 
he will look into himself, and find that the wick of 
his own lamp is not burning too brightly, and even 
that if it a8, tt 18S nothing alone, by itself. He will 
see that goodness and truth spring up so often out 
of an ill-cultivated soil, out of ground that he had 
thought was barren. In the spirit of service, he 
pertorms his part, sometimes blindly, sometimes in 
the tace of scoffers, teeling perhaps that, illogical 
and unjust as it may seem, God has allowed reeds 
to be bruised that they may be made strong again, 
and flames to become dim so that they may shine 
more brightly. Always fighting, struggling, learning, 
yet always tender, gentle, and forgiving, the true 
servant goes On his way. 

HERE shall we find such a servant of the 

Lord? Who can stand the test and fulfil the 
demands? Who would not be numbered, if he 
could, among t™\s company of faithful servants? 
Who can ever forget the healing, the challenging 
influence of the ‘one or two each of us may be 
fortunate enough to have known? But. however 
rare such spirits may be, we cannot do without 
them. With all our traditions and examples 
throughout our. history, the “WSN the 
great in chatacter and reputation of the old days, 
will not serve us for the future. Such men and 
women, however different the setting and the needs 
of the present day, must be found and heard. for 
without the true servant the people must starve 
and the glories of the past grow dim. None o 
the qualities required is beyond the ordinary God- 
fearing modern sons and daughters of Israel. Not 
by protestations, not by the success of worldly 
ambition, not by lowering the dignity of Israel, the 
suffering servant of the ages, to the level of a 
pootes message and a less glorious tradition, not 
y crying aloud and hfting up voices in the street. 
but by quiet, faithful, gentle. brave, and practical 
devotion to the ideal of the servant, shall the 
modern Jew vindicate his claim to be heard and to 
be followed in the modern world. 

Many years ago, the present writer found upon 
the shelves of a London bookshop a volume he 
wanted to buy. He asked the dusty old salesman 
its price. Observing that he was dressed as a 
Minister, the old man looked into the book and 
said: “ The marked price is three and sixpence, but 
for a servant of the Lord—half-a-crown!” He 
smiled. So, no doubt, do you. Then, as he went 
out into the street, he began to think. Pray do 
you. my reader. do the same? What a task! What 
a challenge! A servant of the Lord!

THE JEWISH STRUGGLE 


Zionist Leadership Criticised 
from Professor NORMAN BENTWICH, O.B.E. 
To the Edinor of the Jew!tsH CHRONICLE 


Sir.—Many Jews in Palestine, as in England, 
have doubts about the wisdom of the present 
Zionist leadership which talks of the war with 
England and wages the war with fierce words and 
barbed eibes. They may well be apprehensive. It 
is evident that you cannot indefinitely pursue war 
on the one side, and expect sympathy and under- 
standing on the othec—from your alleged enemy 
We may take as an example Mr. Ben-Gurion'’s 
recent address to the Vaad Leumi on his return 
to Palestine from England and the Congress. The 
present political struggle, he said, was the gravest 
in our history: what would decide the fate of the 
Jewish people ts a stand by the Yishuv, its courage, 
its political maturity and sagacity. He went on 
to give a sign of that maturity and sagacity. I

BRITAIN TRIES TO STEM FLOW 
OF IMMIGRANTS 


Mr. Bevin recently sent a personal letter to M. 
Bidaukt, the French Foreign Minister—they are 
both in Moscow for the “ Big Four “ peace talks— 
requesting France to try to stop “ illegal Jewish 
immigration to Palestine 

In addition, a verbal appeal was made by the 
British Embassy in Parts to the French Foreign 
Office to do everything possible to prevent Jewish 
refugees from obtaining passports and illegal 
passage from France 

A French Foreign Office spokesman said that 
close mvestigation would be made into applications 
for exit. visas, and coastal patrols would be 
tightened to prevent unauthorised departures. At 
the same time, he stressed the “difficulty and 
delicacy ~ of dealing with clandestine departures 

Some ume ago, the British Government protested 
that Jewish organisations were using France as the 
main base for transports leaving for Palestine and 
requested an investigation 

But a spokesman of the French Foreign Office 
declared that it was impossible to prevent the 
transit of persons in possession of visas which had 
been found in order He also said that the 
authorities had no legal grounds on which to base 
inguiries as to the real intentions of such trans- 
migrants concerning their uluumate destination 

Italy and other countries through which the 
refugees might pass. or from which they might sail, 
have also been asked to take steps to prevent the 
Jews leaving for Palestine. 

The liahan reply to the British note has raised a 
number of new points which, according to a 
Foreign Office spokesman, were being considered.

The Mimnuster of Education recently announced an 
imposing imecrease m the number of State Scholar 
ships and aiso an important development in the 
sysiem of State grants for university éducation

for a greater number of university-trained people 
in the interests of the country ax a whote For 
1947. State Scholarships will be increased from 
360 to 750. Candidates must (a) be British subjects 
(b) pass a Second Examination (Higher School o1 
Higher Certificate Examination) and be nominated 
by the Examining Body, (c) have been in Hi-time 
a ndance at a secondary school for not less than 
two years prior to the date of the cxamination, (d) 
be under 19 if boys, and 20 if girls, on July 31 tn 
the examination year. Any person desiring to ente: 
for a State Scholarship must do so on the prescribed 
form (2U)} to be obtained from the headmaster o1 
headmistress of their school, who, on its com- 

leon, should send it direct to the Secretary of the 
E semi ing Body tor the Second Examination. One 
hundred Technical State Scholarships will now be 
offered to students from establishments of Purthe: 
Education on their records as finally assessed fo 
the National Certificate or Diploma in Commerce 
or Technology. Applications for awards should be 
made by candidates, who must be below 20 on July 
31 in the year of the award, on form 2U.T. to be 
sent, on completion, to the Ministry of Education, 
by June 30, by the Principal of the institution 
attended by the candidates. A further innovauon 
is the establishment of 20 State Scholarships for 
students of mature age who have shown ability to 
profit trom a tull-trme university degree course. 
Applications for awards should be made by candi- 
dates, who usually will have pursued some form of 
adult education, but is not limited to those 
attending grant-carning courses, on form 2U.M. 
When completed, it should be sent to a Local 
Education Authority or Responsible Body, who,

OST mothers have received something of a 

shock on learning that the clothing coupons for 

the current period have now to last until the 
end of November This means, unless there 1s 
some modification in their case, that boys and giris 
in need of both summer and winter school outhts 
will have to acquire them out of the current 
allocation of coupons only 

Adults. it is true, grumble often and loudly about 
their inability to buy new clothes But whereas 
for them the alternative to a new suil or a new 
dress is often nothing more drastic than a shabby 
or out-of-date appeatance, the alternative lor many 
growing boys and girls is no clothes at all, It ts 
simply impossible in many Cases to fi boys and 
girls into their last years clothes And again, 
while grown-ups often make their clothes look 
shabby or even dirty, they do not wear them out 
in the same way as do active boys and girls 

How then. should the perplexed mother mect 
the present situation? Of course, she may rarse 
her voice in protest, and if she is lucky, gct some 
kind of relief from the Government by the permis- 
sion for owners of blue and green ration books, 
to use their coupons earlier than the resi of the 
community. It is as well, however, not to rely too 
much on such an event Instead. mothers must 
begin now to plan their children’s wardrobes with 
even more ingenuity than before. 

And here | must put in a word for the young 
people themselves. I know that it is the fashion 
nowadays to let children have their way in almost 
everything. Up to a point, we all admire the 
modern child with his fearless personality and his 
clear-cut opimons which he airs with so hittle 
modesty and with no shade of that fear of adult 
disapproval that once reduced young people's 
requests and views to a whisper. But | meet young 
people today who scem to have gone too far in the 
opposite direction, They dictate to their mothers 
in a manner that transforms her into an abjcct 
slave of their whims. And when il comes to new 
clothes, the wishes and the tastes of boys and girls 
very often run away with the entire family s coupon 
ration unless some check is applied 


“Coupon-Hogs” 


“I want a spring coat and a school blazer, a 
new trench coat, and a tennis frock,” declared a 
twelve-year-old to me the other day. “And the 
coupons?" I asked her. To which she replred that 
Mother did not need any new cloths, and could 
supplement her child's coupons Now | happen 
to know this litle girls mother was particularly 
looking forward to buying hersel! a new spring suit, 
the first she would have had for six years. So 
told my little frrend that it might well be that het 
Mother did need her own coupons. She prompily 
switched over to Daddy, who she knew would be 
only too pleased to give her his coupons. “He 
might need a new suit, you know.” [| said, and 
Miss Twelve-years merely pouted and went off to 
join her friends When I talked the matter over 
with her Mother, | found her more or legs resigned 


definite plan for the family’s clothing requirements 
and at the same tume insist on an attitude of 
co-operative self-restraint. Children should be 
impressed to-day with the seriousness of conditions 
into which they will enter as they grow up. And 
first things must come first where the wardrobe 
of any child is concerted. They must have good 
strong boots or shoes, a warm winter coat, and a 
coat to protect them from the rain. Such additional 
possessions as the spring coat, such as the little 
girl I spoke of was bent on having, must be ruled 
out 

Boys are less difficult, but they too have ideas 
which often correspond badly with present difficul- 
ties. A friend of mine recently acquired for her 
growing son an excellent mackintosh which was 
government surplus and therefore required no 
coupons. But the boy took a great dislike to it 
on account of its semi-military appearance, and 
made a great fuss about wearing tt. Children must 
be taught that the present is not a time in 
which their individual tastes must always have first 
priority, 

Lessons From Austerity 


Obviously, in happier times, every parent would 
be only too anxious to gratify their children’s tastes 
in clothes. But there are valuable lessons to be 
learnt from the austerity into which we are forced. 
Perhaps a better sense of values can be inculcated 
into children, who will learn not to set so much 
store on what ts really superficial and of no lasting 
importance to their personalities. A great responsi- 
bility rests on parents in this matter, and they can 
cither instil their children a_ sense of 
responsible citizenship and willing co-operation in 
the inte esis of others, or—what is more unfor- 
tunately often to-day the case--sow the seeds of 
shiftless self interest and lawlessness 

And having delivered a sermon on clothes, here 
i$ some ‘practical advice ‘to perplexed parents. 
Keep a look-out for those sales of government 
surplus stocks which are going on all the time in 
remote corners of many of the principal stores. 
Coats, boots, shirts, etc.. manufactured originally 
for the services, are all durable and worth buying 
and require no coupons. It pays, for instance, to 
buy a good solid service coat, especially if it ts 
either a navy or a civil defence coat, and have it 
cut down by a tailor to ft a small boy. I have 
seen splendid ofhcers’ boots oflered which would fit 
a boy of about fourteen or fifteen, and probably 
last him twice as long as those bought elsewhere. 
Aim at buying clothes for the winter now... while 
there are still stocks to be had and you have the 
coupons to spend 

Take every reasonable advantage of such 
organisauions as clothes exchanges in the schools 
to which your children go and, again, make your 
winter purchases as soon as schools resume 
Many mothers turn out their last winter's clothes 
as soon as they start spring cleaning, and you may 
be luckier if you start earlier. Never before did 
the real honours of our time so patently go to her 
“who looketh well to the ways of her houschold.”’ 
and if she 1s energetic enough, she may still clothe 
her family, “in scartet.”

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I thics of the Fathers 


By AUNTIE 


OW the long summer days have really come 
N by the introduction of Double Summer 
Time, it ts very fitting to begin our Sabbath 
afternoon readings.- Each Mincha service includes 
one chapter of the Pirke Abot (Ethics of the 
Fathers, p.t84 in your “Singer's Prayer ._Book’’) 
which is read until the arrival of Autumn and our 
New Year. 

The first chapter begins by explaining how the 
Torah was handed down from Moses to the men 
of the Great Synagogue. Who were these men of 
the Great Synagogue’? They were the men whom 
Ezra the scribe gathered round him when he 
returned to Eretz Yisrael. They had three Sayings, 
* Be merciful in judgment: make many disciples; 
and put a fence round the Torah!” 

They were the first of the great teachers who 
explained the Law as laid down in the Bible and 
they were the forerunners of the Great Rabbis, 
about whom we so often speak. The last of the 
men of the Great Synagogue was High Priest Simon 
the Just, a famous saying of whose 4s, “ The world 
rests upon three things, the Torah, divine service, 
and acts of charity.” 

A poem by Ben Sira, in Ecclesiasticus, has this 
to say in praise of Simon: “How beauteous was 
he when coming forth from the Temple. He 
appeared from within the veil. He was as the 
morning star in the midst of clouds, as the sun 
shining upon a place, and as the rainbow in the 
cloud.” 

Simon the Just’s famous pupil Antugonos of 
Socho taught the importance of doing one’s duty 
in life for its own sake, not merely on account 
of what one obtains in return, 

Various other Rabbis are named, and we come 
to the famous Hillel who lived at the time of

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Herod, a king whose reign of 34 years was 
marked with cruel deeds. The character of these 
two men ts sharply contrasted. Hillel was gentle 
and a lover of peace. His “ golden rule“ was 
summed up as “ Do not unto others what thou 
wouldst not have others do to. thee.”’ 

These Rabbinical sayings were probably, in the 
first instance, spoken during sermons, or speeches 
at weddings or funerals and then repeated 
trequently by generation to generation before being 
finally included m “ Ethics of the Fathers.”’

ANONYMOUS FASCIST THREATS 


Threatening letters, purporting to come from a 
body calling itself the “Gothe Umon, and 
accompanied by anti-Jewish leaflets, have been 
received by the Editor of Reyno_ps News and by 
Mr. T. Driberg, M.P. The letters bear a Stock- 
port postmark That to the Editor, which is 
marked with the Swastika, reads: ** You have been 
warned, your offices are to be destroyed, and the 
pointed Star of David is to be deeply seared on 
your mongol skull. . Perish Judah. Hel Hitler.” 

The leaflet likewise favours German expressions, 
and is headed “ Wir Kommen Wieder” ("° We are 
coming again”), which is also the slogan used by 
the North-West Task-Group,” an anti-Jewis 
Organisation operating in the Hendon area. Similar 
letters were recently recerved by prominent Black- 
pool trade unionists. The police are investigating. 

Crudely printed anti-Jewish leaflets have been 
sent to M.P.s and newspapers bearing a Hampstead 
postmark. The Home Secretary is being informed 
of this. The leaflets purport to come from “ The 
British Section of the Ku-Klux-Klan.” They are 
headed, * Warning,” declare that Yids and Com- 
munists are a menace,” and urge that they and their 
associates should be “ ieleedt out.” The leaflet 
ends: “ We strike silently, Fiery Cross Soon.” It 
is signed by “ Kommandant Kladd.”’

“EXPATRIATE FASCIST VICTIMS 
FROM PALESTINE” 


Egyptian’s Callous Demand 


A demand that people who had fled to Palestine 
because of Fascist persecutions should be expatri- 
ated to ther countries of origin was made last 
Saturday by an Egyptian delegate, Ghaly Bey, at a 
mecting of the Congress of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union m Cairo 

At the same ume, he advocated the inclusion, in 
the penal codes of all countries, of provisions 
making agaimst racial and religious 
groups a criminal offence and laying down severe 


penalties for those “ who foment and encourage. 
directly or indirectly, racial, religious, or anti- 
Semitic campaigns. He also demanded heavy 


penalties for discrimination because of racial o1 
religious hatred 

Al @ previous session, there were stormy scenes 
when a British M.P.. Mr. R. R. Stokes. well 
known as an anti-Zionist, and the leader of the 
American delegation, Senator Alben W. Barkley. 
whose pro-Zionist views are equally well known, 
joined hands to frustrate an Arab attempt to intro- 
duce a motion favouring a pro-Arab solution of the 
Palestine problem. 

During the first part of a debaic on migration 
and D.P.s, Mr. Stokes declared that the world 
should be open to all categories of refugees, and 
added that the Jewish problem should not be con- 
fused with the problem of Palestine and that its 
sohuuion could not be a responsibility of the Arabs 
alone. This drew cheers from the AYab delegations. 

Ghaly Bey then tried to introduce a motion 
stressing that Palestine was an integral part of the 
Arab world. He accused Zionist propaganda of 
distorting the facts and emphasised the religious 
and cultural links between Egypt and Palestine. 

Interrupting the speaker, Mr. Stokes said that 
the question of Palestine must not be mixed up 
with the problem of migration. He was supported 
by Senator Barkley, who pointed out that the 
Palestine issue had already been referred to the 
United Nations and could not be discussed there 
since it Was nor included in the agenda. 

Despite repeated attempts by various Arab 
delegates. to force a debate on ithe subject. the 
Secretary ruled that it. was not a question to be 
examined by the Congress. 

Ghaly Bey then withdrew his motion. but the 
delegates from Syria and Iraq and most members 
of the Egyptian delegation walked out in protest. 


Migration and Population Transfers 


A resolution dealing with migration and transfer 
of populations was adopied by the conference 
Bulgaria, Egypt, Irag, Rumania. Poland, Yugo- 
slavia, Czechoslovakia, and Turkey voted against it 

The resolution stated that migration and transfer 
ol populations constituted an international problem 
which must be solved by international means It 
urged that there should be no racial or religious 
discrimination, and insisted that the agreement 
should be secured of all parties concerned in such 
transfers. It was considered undesirable that 
nauuonals of any country should be compelled to 
leave their country against their will. 

The resolution suggested that the member states 
of the Inter-Parliamenta-y Congress should con- 
sider favourably the technical training of refugees. 
particularly Jews, in order to contribute to the 
economy of the country in which they were settled. 
and urged the Inte national Refugee Organisation 
to create machinery to relate the needs of 
countries lacking labour to the surplus of other 
countries. 

The resolution expressed the hope that. all 
countries would use humane methods of transport 
and would facilitate the reunion of dispersed 
families. was considered desirable that whenever 
possible the refugees should return to their country 
of origin, and priority should be given to the 
removal of groups of refugees from frontier regions 
where their presence constituted a specially serious 
problem. :
